Chief Skinner 
and Officer Bosqui proceeded to the works. 
No arms were found on him and as he 
agreed to go away he was not arrested.

The Iron-Worker's Strike. 


The ever-recurring and often need- 
less contest between capital and labor, 
which goes on, at one time or another, 
all over the country, has broken out 
here in Los Angeles. The pending difli- 
culty between the Baker Iron Works 
and their workmen has been described 
in these columns. The address of the 
veteran, M. 8. Baker, head of the cor- 
poration, to the dissatisfied employés, 
was published yesterday. It is a docu- 
ment with strong points. The demand 
of the men is for ten hours’ pay for 
nine hours’ work. This is resisted by 
the employers as unreasonable and 
unjust. The result is what amounts 
to a practical lock-out for the 
time being. Most of the men 
have quit work. Mr. Baker, in 
his reply to the ultimatumists, dwells 
upon what he considers the arbitrary 
nature of their action, and particularly 
upon their disposition to practically 
take the control of his business out of 
his own bands. This he resists, being 
determined to protect the right of the 
corporation, as far as may be, to manage 
its own affairs. In this he is clearly 
right. The popular sense of justice 
will sustain employers in their demand 
to be allowed to keep control of their 
own business, for the success or failure 
of which they alone are responsible. 
The same popular sense of justice will 
at the same time sustain the work- 
man in his right to fix his own 
price upon his labor. IIe is entitled to 
full liberty in this regard. So is the 
employer in his judgment as to what 
he is able to pay for a specific class of 
work. But the popular sense of justice 
will not sustain the workman in the 
attempt to interfere with his employer 
after the two shall have failed to agree 
upon wages, hours, etc. The true rule 
should be for each workman, acting for 
himself, to make his own bargain with 
the employer, and then let the contract 
run while both parties to it are satisfied. 
Thus all might be suited. The dis- 
satisfied ones could part company, the 
satisfied ones could continue the mutual 
relation, each working out his contract. 
But this course would not suit the 
trades unions, and hence they forbid 
their members the contfol of their own 
actions in these matters. They demand 
united action, under penalty, for re- 
fusal, for coercion, denunciation or ex- 
pulsion. Their. tactics make strikes 
possible, with their attendant evils. It 
would be better for all hands were it 
otherwise. 

Should the pending trouble result in 
the closing of the Baker Iron Works, it 
will not be for the good of the work- 
men, of the employers, or of the city. 
The true interest of all concerned is 
for those who naturally belong together 
to join hands again, not to drift apart. 
We hope it may be so in the present 
case. 


Chinatowns. 


Sacramento, too, is anxious to get rid 
of her Chinatown. The Record-Union 
says: 

How long will it be before announce- 
ment can be made in Sacramento that the 
noisome nuisance we know as Chinatown 
will also be removed. Steps already taken 
are wise and good, looking to that end, but 
they should not become laggard, and no 
time should lost in doubting and 
quibbling and wrangling with objectors and 
mossbacks. These stumbling blocks, to be 
found in all communities, must not be per- 
mitted to hinder the advance movement of 
the present. 

But in working out this reform care 
should be taken that the foundation be 
not laid for a worse evil than the one 
from ‘which escape is sought. The 
mere matter of removing the Chinese 
from one place to another does not 
meet the requirements of the case. 
Where and how shall they be located, 
and in what manner shall they be 
permitted to live in their new quarters? 
These are vital and pressing questions 
for municipal and popular considera- 
tion, requiring satisfactory answers be- 
fore the work of removal begins. If 
the new quarters that may-be assigned 
to these people in any town or city are 
not adequate to their necessities as 
human beings, or if they are permitted 


to crowd into and oceupy them in 


squalor and filth, without regard to 
sanitary and police regulations, then 
the evils from which escape has been 
attempted will be perpetuated with 
added aggrayations. We suppose it is

require enlightened, alert and per- 
fectly fifm policy on the part of the 
municipal authorities. Ceaseless vig- 
ilance will be essential. With 
the peculiar gregarian habits of 
these strange, non-assimilative people, 
and their stubborn and persistent dis- 
regard in their daily living of what 
enlightened Americans consider essen- 
tial to health, it is difficult, in any case, 
to enforce sanitary laws among them; 
but in crowded quarters it is doubly 
difficult. 

Bringing the question home to this 
city, it is therefore a matter of serious 
import to our citizens—to the popular 
health, and to the good name of the 
community as well—that the city 
authorities pursue the right course in 
any action they may take looking to 
the removal of the Chinese population 
to new quarters and their establish- 
ment therein. 

At best, the act of removal, if re- 
sorted to, would be an arbitrary act of 
doubtful legality. It would be astep 
that would not be thought of in the 
case of any other nationality, save in 
the face of treason, insurrection, pesti- 
lence or wholesale crime, requiring 
either isolation, expatriation or im- 
prisonment. 

For this reason the city authorities 
should proceed with deliberation and 
caution, without race prejudice, and 
with a sincere purpose to do justice. 
Nothing less will satisfy the popular 
sense of fair play toward “the 
heathen,’ as we wont to call these 
almond-eyed sons of the far east. 
While seeking the public wel- 
fare and the popular health, 
we should at the same time avoid as far 
as possible doing injustice to individ- 
uals or a race. 

We, therefore, think the legal coun- 
sellor of the council justified in advis- 
ing that body of its powers and duties 
in the premises. Whatever may be 
thought of the Chinaman in this coun- 
try, whatever may be the popular 
predjudice against him in California, 
there is still living such a principle as 
human rights, and it is not to be lightly 
disregarded in this land of boasted 
liberty, no matter what race or clan 
in question. | 


_** Napoleonic Financiers” A New 
Wall-Street Magician. 


Pursuing the subject of the Ives fail- 
ure in New York, we here reprint a 
strong, clear-cut editorial from the 
Chizago Tribune, in which the smooth 
and audacious operations of that new 
Napoleon of finance, Henry S. Ives, 
are set out in strong colors: 


Whether Henry S. Ives’ failure really as- 
sured him a personal fortune of “anywhere 
from $2,000,000 to 55, 000, 000,“ or whether the 
distinguished oars operator has been 
guilty of “stealing” or only ‘“‘kiting,’’ are 

uestions not yet determined in Wall street. 

n fact these and other interesting matters 
cannot be decided until it is known whether 
Ives’ issue of preferred stock of the Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton and Dayton is legal or not. 
If the railroad corporation is advised that 
the stock is good and proceeds to buy it u 
Ives will probably come out of the deal with 
something over a million to his credit, but 
if the watered securities shall prove invalid 
the young Napoleon” will have occasion 
to feel anxious about the movements of the 
District Attorney and the proceedings of the 

nd jury. It is all a question as to the dif- 
erence between 1 and “swindling.” 

The Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton is 
an old corporation, and up to a few months 
ago was in excellent condition, with a small 
amount of capital stock and still less 
bonded debt.. A controling portion of the 
stock had been in a bunch in a — 
„trust“ which had been declared illegal! 
the courts a short time ago. Ives seized the 
opportunity, and in some manner not un- 
derstood succeeded in buying this stock 
with borrowed capital. After getting con- 
trol of the road he used the funds found in 
its treasury tomake good his margins on 
the original purchase money. Getting 
possession of one road in this manner he 
secured a second by means of loans on the 
securities of the first, and where such 
securities were not found in the corporate 
treasury new stock was pledged. The 
assets and credit obtained in each purchase 
were used to extend the speculation. The 
most interesting transaction of all was the 

urchase of the Dayton and Chicago for 

he purpose of “consolidution.” This road 
had $1,250,000 of bonds ready for issue at 
the time it was sold to Ives & Co., but as it 
was to come under the general mortgage on 
the consolidated property the directors 
ordered the cancellation of the securities. 
Nevertheless, these bonds were used b 
Ives as collateral, and are now found well 
distributed through Wall street. Ordi- 
narily there could be no question as to the 
nature of atransaction like this, but if it 
can be shown how the preferred stock of 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton was paid 
for by Ives & Co. as brokers to Ives & Co. 
as fiscal agents of the railroad moyen? Pee 
haps the act of borrowing money on bonds 
ordered canceled may also be explained. 

Ives appears to have been as audacious 
and unscrupulous as Ferdinand Ward, but 
much more adroit. He had his wits about 
him all ‘the time, and seems to have acted 
with careful regard to legal advice, and ex- 
cept in the matter of canceled bonds to have 
kept himself just inside the law. If he gets 
through this deal and his failure“ proves as 
brilliant as he expects, Ives will be entitled 
toa high place in Wall street. A youn 
man of 27, without means, but with a well- 
established reputation for rascality, who 
can nevertheless get control of a first-class 
railroad by margin operations, exploit its 
treasury, water its stock to the extent of 
$10,000,000. and fail with liabilities amount- 
ing to $19,000,000 and a personal profit of 
“anywhere from $2,000 to 85,000, 000,“ is 
clearly entitled to rank as a “magician” in 
Wall street if he canavoid the penitentiary. 


Ives appears to be one of those busi- 
ness men whose constant study is how 
to get the better of somebody else with- 
out their knowing it; to steal and at 
the same time keep out of prison. It 
is the rascal’s device the world over.

Paralysis. 
His Physicians Hold Oat Little Hope of 
His Recovery. 


Santa Cruz Prisoners Fire Their Jail 
and Attempt to Escape.

Gov. Bartlett is resting easy. During the 
night he has several times fallen asleep for 
short periods, a few minutes each time. 
His mind is perfectly clear. At different 
times he converse easily, although 
his voice was thick, as it had 
been all day, and he had difficulty 
in using it. Dr. Perry and Mrs. Dr. Buckel 
are still with him. Early in the evening he 
was engaged in giving directions as to 
affairs of State and private matters. He 
was fully aware of the imminence of death. 

EXPECTING DEATH. 

Columbus Bartlett, brother of the Gov- 
ernor, was at the house, and will remain up 
all night. He knew nothing of the circum- 
stances of the stroke. He said that the
